Claims 1 and 2 

Document 1 cited in the ISR describes in paragraph [0022] a packaging film for packaging a 
member for an electrode, the packaging film comprising: a moisture-proof layer composed of an 
aluminum foil; an intermediate layer and an outermost layer composed of a plastic; and an innermost 
layer composed of polyethylene, wherein the intermediate layer is placed on an inner side facing the 
member for an electrode with respect to the moisture-proof layer composed of an aluminum foil. In 
paragraph [0005], nylon or polyethylene terephthalate is described as a plastic material of a 
packaging film that has previously been used. 

It is suggested in paragraph [0022] that the outermost layer and the intermediate layer are 
intended to make the aluminum foil hard to be broken, and therefore considering this suggestion, it 
would be obvious to a person skilled in the art to use nylon or PET which has been used in 
conventional packaging films and is known as a film having high strength for the outermost layer or 
the intermediate layer. At this time, stretching a nylon layer is merely a matter of design variation 
which could have been practiced as required by a person skilled in the art. 

Since using LLD-PEF as a sealant layer is a commonly used art, forming the aforementioned 
innermost layer with LLD-PEF is obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

Claims 3-6 

Applying sandwiching means by the screw, the latch ring or the core cap of the invention 
described in document 2 or 3 cited in the ISR instead of sandwiching a flange by the "band 26" in the 
packaging material of the invention described in document 1 is obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

Claims 7, 8, 10 and II 

Applying the case main biKly and the lid body of d<x*ument 5 cited in the ISR in the 
packaging material oI'dDCumcnt 4 cited in the ISR is obvious to a pers(Mi skilled in the art. 

Claims 9 and 12-16 

The subject matters of claims 9 and 1 2-16 are neither described in any of the documents 
cited in the ISR nt>r obvious to a person skilled in the art.
